Science Now 
Dominates 
Man's Life 

The inability of science, to'- teach 
man to use his knowledge toi his 
own advantage Is the most impor- 
tant reason why religion must have 
a prominent place in the direction 
of man's life. This was the thesis 
of a talk on "Religion and Seience," 
given by Dr. J. S. Thomson, Dean 
of the Faculty of Divinity, at llillcl 
House yesterday. The Dean's talk 
was the third of the current "Meet 
the Faculty" Series. 

Science, according to Dr. Thom- 
son, tias advanced so rapidly from 
the days of Copernicus to our own, 
that it has. come to dominate men's 
lives. Culminating in tho magnum 
opus of scientific invention— atomic 
energy,- man's scientific curiosity 
led him from one discovery to an- 
other, until he has finally reached 
the point that continued existence 
demands prudence and caro in the 
use of scientific technology. 

At present, religion is the only 
force in the world that has behind 
it the necessary moral authority 
with which to break the dominance 
of uncontrolled science in our con 
temporary world. "There must bi 
a marriage between science and re- 
ligion." Otherwise, there will be 
no mollifying force over the use of 
scientific technology, the results of 
which would be disastrous to our 
civilization, as the after crfects of 
atomic energy used in the last war

Eva Watzka, a student from 
Czechoslovakia had never even 
heard of turkey. "Our main cclcé- 
ratlpn and dinner takes place ,on 
the Jnlght before Christmas," Miss 
Watkka said, "and everyone must 
eat fish, preferably carp. W.e have 
a wide assortment of .sweets and 
wine. After the dinner the child- 
ren get their first glimpse of the 
Christmas tree and their presents, 
which they believe the Christ 
VlV Child has left. . On December 6 the 
'^„cbildren also get presents. Usually 
jfujriend of tho family dresses as 
ïë&l^icholas and, accompanied with 
/' the ! devil, questions the children 
^ to find out if they have been good. 
If the children have misbehaved, 
potatoes, onions and lumps of coal 
are placed In their stockings." 

"Our Christmas Is _ very like the 
one in Canada," said Svante Krank, 
a Finnish student, "except that we 
have our Christmas dinner on 
Christmas eve. It consists of cod 
fish, pork, and rice pudding. On 
Christmas morning we always go 
to early morning Mass. We call 
Santa Claus 'Uljubc Gubbc'." 
' "Mistletoe features the^ typical 
British Christmas," R. Curtis, art 
English student * said. «"Decora- 
l lions are confined moslly to trees 
Inside the homes. There is a grèàt 




abundance of real holly while fam- 
ily Christmas cards are always dis- 
played on the mantle-piece. A typ- 
ical British dinner is turkey with 
cranberry sauce and a plum pud- 
ding covered with flaming brandy." 

"Our , Christmas In the Barbados 
Is pretty much commercialized as 
It is In Canada," Leighton,Hutson,, 
a West. Indian Vsliidcnt ''said. "We 
have no snow. Most o( our Christ- 
mas trees have to be imported from 
Canada and the States, which 
makes them very - expensive. Our 
dinner is .the isame as here except 
•that we don't have a plum pudding. 
Instead; we have a friilt cake.' called 
a' 'Great Cake*, which contains a 
large amount of fruit and rum. 
Every home also trys to have a 
Christmas ham for visitors. 

Felix Quinet. an Arts student 
from Belgium said that in his coun- 
try the New Year is usually more 
imporUnt than Chrlstmds. On De 
cember 6 the children get most of 
their presenU,- but often receive 
money from' their relatives on the 
25th. The children find their toys 
and presents by the stove. We 
have our big dinner on New Years 
day.. 

For many of McGill's foreign 
students this will be their first 
Christmas in Canada. Those that 
live with their families plan to car- 
ry on their own custonis this 
Christmas

Former United Church mission 
ary to China, Dr. James G. Endicott 
will address the Student Labour 
Club Thursday, December 8th at 
3.00 p.m. in the Union Ballroom. 

The guest speaker has spent more 
than twenty years in China and 
speaks the language fluently. ' It is 
generally admitted by foreign ob 
servers that Dr. Endicott has come 
to be regarded as the eminent liv- 
ing Canadian authority on China 
today. 

Until a few years ago Dr. Endl 
cotl held the post of personal ad- 
visor to Chiang Kai-shek, li^âw 
of Nationalist China. Howèvérî 
finding that Chiang's policy was, 
in his opinion, leading to the de- 
generation rather than the rC' 
habilitation of condltloiu In China, 
he resigned his position, ■ 

Returnng from China, he resign- 
ed from the ministry, and conduct' 
ed a national tour of Canada speak- 
ing on the Chinese situation as he 
had recently observed it. 

Dr. Endicott has predicted the 
present trend of events in China 
as inevitable in view of Cliiang 
Kai-shek's domestic policy. He Is 
active In the Canadian Peace Con 
gress which has established coun 
clls all over the country In an ef- 
fort to lay a firm foundation for 
world peace. 
. Af present Dr. Endicott is editor 
of "The Far Eastern News Letter' 
a' publication designed to promote 
better understanding between the 
Western World and the Asiatic 
countries.

No Majorities 
■ In no contest where more than 
two candidates were running did 
the winners receive an absolute 
majority. Pat. Carson vice-presi- 
dent-elect of the Women's Union 
came closest to winning a major- 
ity when she polled 49.5 per cent of 
the votes cast. In the other three- 
cornered contest David MacKcnzie 

the faculty of Law 39%%>f Ihe votes 
cast in that faculty. 

In the faculty of Arts and Sci- 
ences where seven candidates vied 
for two positions on the S. E. C, 
less than 20 per cent of the vote 
was necessary to give \}>e victors 
a decisive victory over their op- 
ponents. There were 1999 votes 
cast compared with 4548 possible 
votes — two per student — In the 
faculty. That Is, 44 per cent of the 
total possible votes were cast in 
the faculty of Arts and Science.

"It is the opinion of the Finance Committee 
that unless the Junior Prom and the Red and 
While Revue cover expenditures by revenue, 
there is insufficient interest on tlie campus to 
cany on the excessive financial burden of these 
organizations.

French Canadian Attitude Is 
Subject of Toronto Club Tall< 



Toronto. Ont. tCUP) — "Tlie 
question ot the French Canadian 
attitude Is the' keynote in the 
anxiety ot French Canadians for 
the survival ot their culture." said 
professor Saunders when he spoke 
to the Modern History Cliib ot Tor- 
onto University recently.- 

This matter is a problem only In 
the minds of certain minority, 
rathèir a question ot relationships, 
and aMUCt^s^cen a fundamental 
issué^ln^'Canadian^'liistory, he said. 
Professor Saunders reminded his 
audience that French Canada makes 
up a ' distinctive cultural unit and 
that the motto of Quebec, "jc_ me 
souviens," is the key to the desire 
ot the French Canadian to preserve 
that culture. 

. This anxiety, the necessity ot 
learning how to survive, is the heart 
of the} matter, and leads in certain 
cases Ito a tendency to nurse wrongs, 
to face backwards, the speaker 
pointed out However the reaction 
among those who have studied the 
question most deeply is to employ 
tradition to. further a point of view 
more concerned with the future. 
Professor Saunders emphasized as- 



dians must appreciate. They are 
language, economic insecurity, and 
religion. ' 

Language, hé said, Is not a mci;c 
external. It is the essence of a way 
ot lite. In that regard, the speaker 
mentioned that the French spoken 
well In Canada Is good French, al- 
though It Is not ' always Parisian 
French. French speaking Canadians 
are on the defence because they are 
a minority, not only Jn Canada, btit 
on the North ' American continent 
as well. The French Canadians are 
a devout people, Mr, Saunders ob 
served, both in belief and In prac 
tice. The question of education is 
closely allied with that of religion, 
and it it comes to a choice, they 
prefer . to sacrifice .technological 
achievements to the maintenance of 
a spiritual foundation, he stated. 

The French Canadians wish to 
survive as equals, and English 
Canadians must exercise sympathy 
and good-will to bridge 'the gap 
between the two cultures. It Is up 
to English Canadians to go more 
than half v/iy because they are the 
majority.
